BUDGET APPROVED 


The House of Commons tonight approved the 
British government’s £1,636,760,000 defence plans 
for the coming year, after defeating a. Labour 
Opposition motion seeking an annual review , of 
the period of conscription. a 

The government put forward a motion asking 
for approval of its:programme. This was agreed 


to without a vote. 


The Opposition proposed an 
amendment asking the House 
merely to take note of the pro- 
Rramme and urging that ° the 
perlod of conscription—nowy two 
yeers—bo revicwed every year.

Fiasco 


On Its 


Opening Night 


By GERALD BOURKE |. 


ARCH 6, 1868 was 

n notable evening 

‘at the small, but 

exquisitely ‘propor- 
tioned Fenice Theatre in 
Vonice. where a new: opera 
was presented by Signor 
Verdi, then 40 years old 
and enjoying hia first 
general recognition. Two 
months earlier he had wit- 
nessed the first perform- 
ance of ‘Il Trovatore’, This 
was an instant success, and 
Verdi may well have hoped 
that ‘La Traviata’, written 
simultaneously, would prove 
equally acceptable. 

But whereas the Italians were 
used to virile, artificial plots 
such as that of ‘Il Trovatorc’, 
which comprised most of the 
600-odd new operas sold to 
have been performed In Italy 
during the previous ten years, 
they were not ready for opera 
in everyday costume. Verdl 
wos, however, at that time 
feeling artistically free and had 
gladly accepted a commission 
from the Fenice Theatre for a 
work based on. the = highly 
praised contemporary novel 
'Tho Lady of the Camellas’ by 
Alexander Dumas the younger. 

Verdi’s Wife 

The story -was partly auto~ 
blographical, but strangely 
enough, it also matched Verdi's 
life in many respects. Ho too, 
had recently lost his first wife 
—also named Marguerito—ond 
had adopted.a similor, although 
firmer, stand to that of Armand, 
(Verdi rejected his father-in- 
law's petitions, whereas the 
fictional Armand wns. weak.) 

And so, within five years, 
there appeared as novel, drama 
and. opera the story of ‘The 
Lady of the Camellos’, | a5 
Marguerite Gautier was cafied 
by her florist on account of 
her dislike for- scented flowers, 
. ‘The audience that evening 
was well-disposed initlally to- 
wards the. compostr — an 
acclaimed’ the 
opening ballroom scene, Indeed 
they scarcely noticed that-. the 
soprano weighed some. 12 stone,, 
and the tenor, Grazianl, ‘was’ 
hoarse, But during the secon 
act, the baritone, Varesi, “who 
considered the .sccondary part 
of Germont beneath his dignity, 
made little of the now famous 
arla ‘Di Provenza’, although he 
Insisted on repeating it without 
demand. :

In the last act, where 
Vidletta, as Verdi, renamed 
Marguerite, lay dying of con-. 
sumption, the gay Venetians 
lost .all remnants. of credulity 
and the curtain fell amid out- 
bursts of unrestralned loughter.

the proposed new Rules of the Hongkong Football Association which were discussed 
at a Special meeting of the Council held yesterday with Mr A. McAlpine ‘in the 


Chair. 


The intreduction of a Professional Football League in Hongkong was put for- 


Under the proposed new Rules, 
which will come up for adoption 
at an Extraordinary Gencral 
Meeting of the Assuciation, it is 
provided_that if the Association 
shall at any time hereafter sanc- 
tion professional football | in 
Hongkong, the following provi- 
slong shall, inter alla, apply: 

A player under the age of 17 
years shall not be registered as 
a professional. . 

No approach of any description 
shail be made cither directly or 
Indirectly to a boy on the roll 
of a recognised school cither to 
sign registration forms or to play 
for a Club. ee 

Every professional approved by 
the Council shall-be registered 
on a form to be supplied by the 
Secretary of the Association, A 


.| copy..of.the. Rules. of the. Asso-. 


clution relating to the registra- 
tion of professional players shall 
be hunded to each player on his 
signing a professional registra- 
tion form. ’ 

Each form, after all the par- 
ticulars have been filled.in, must 
be signed by the professional 
and returned to the Secretary of 
the Association, accompanied by 
a copy of the agreement enter- 
ed into between the Club and 
the player. 


TERM OF AGREEMENTS 


Clubs may enter into agree- 

ments with and register profes- 
sional players for (1) a period 
of four weeks, which may be 
extended by mutual agreement 
for a further period of four 
weeks, notice of such extension 
signed by both the Club and the 
player to be sent to the Asso- 
clation within three days; (2)

‘They forecast that the South- 
cart Aslan natural rubber 
growers will produce about 
1,700,000 long tons thi: ycar and 
that it will be more thzn 700,000 
tons short of world rubber con~- 
sumption, They forecast further 
that the synthetic producers will 
hye called on to make up the 
expected shortage. 


Looking further ahead, the 
managers of this nation's synthe- 
tic Industry cstimated the world 
will aced about 2,800,000 tons of 
new rubber by 1938 and that the 
nroducers of natural rubber will 

c able to supply only about 
1,700,000 tons. 


This, they estimated, means 
the synthetic industry must be 
prepared by that time to turn 
out more thin a milion tons. 
The present capacity of the US. 
synthetic plants ts well below 
that figure. 


This survey of the world rub- 
ber industry came from the Re- 
constructlon Finance Corpora- 
tion, a Government = agency 
which manages the nation’s half 
synthetic plants 
and was part of an_R.F.C. pro- 
posal that the Government- 
owned synthetic industry be 
sold to private hands.
